1. Approval of the Agenda 


As the Dean was absent, Acting Dean Lorrie Blair chaired the meeting. The agenda was 
approved. 


2. Policy for Research Chairs (FFAC-2010-02-D2) and Policy for Research Units (FFAC- 
2010-02-D3). 


Dr. Louise Dandurand, Vice-President, Research & Graduate Studies was present to provide an 
overview of the above-noted policies and to answer questions from Council. 


She began by noting that an Interim Framework for Research Chairs had been in effect since 2007, 
and that the current document (FFAC-2010-02-D2) was not that different from the Interim 
Framework. The new policy provides university-wide criteria for the allocation, evaluation and 
termination of research chair positions, with the goal of transparency, consistency and equity. A 
brief discussion followed. 


In response to a question by Associate Dean Ana Cappelluto on institutional support and space for 
research chairs, Dr. Dandurand noted that when a new chair is proposed, the home Faculty must 
advise the university in advance of all conditions required to support it (including space and 
equipment). Many of the specifics cannot be addressed in a policy, but Dr. Dandurand has made 
a commitment to ensuring that the chairs are supported institutionally and, if for any reason, they 
cannot be, she believes that this must be addressed from the outset. 


Dr. Dandurand then described the Policy on Research Units (FFAC-20210-02-D3). When she 
began her term of office, she asked the Office of Research to prepare an inventory of existing 
research units (approximately 200 at that time). This new policy addresses discrepancies in the 
level of institutional support, as well as inconsistent definitions of what constituted a research unit, 
by providing guidelines for evaluation, management and funding of research units. A brief 
discussion followed. A listing of all research units is available on the website for the Office of 


Research.
